Jackson, one of the most practical railroac

Trains of ears lave Boston and Albany every 
morning, each train « orrying 100 tons of mer 
chandize running at an average rate of 12 
miles an hour, or 100 miles a day, including 
stoppages. A horse wonld carry 1200 Ibs 
wer the monntains 25 miles perday. Divide 
the load of this one Engine by 1200, and the 
number of horses for 25 miles in a day is 167. 
Four times this number, or 668, could carry 
this load 100 miles each day. Hence the iron 
horse is every day, foul or fair, doing the work 
of 665 horses.
